Constantinople,

Swindling travelers in connection 
with passport vises has become 
one of the favorite means of live­ 
lihood of minor officials of the 
Orient and Balkan countries. 
Mrs. J. II. K. Polly, wit0 of an 
American business man Ii’, ins in 
London, was recently a victim of 
this fraud while traveling on the 
Orient Express, running from here 
to Paris. 
When the train 
was 
passing from Bulgaria into 
Ser­ 
bia. at 2 o'clock in the morning, 
an official in uniform representing 
himself as a Serb inspector, de­ 
manded to see her passports, in­ 
formed her tTiat the 
Do ob‘nilled 
at the Serb Legation in Constanti­ 
nople was invalid and '•’tiered her 
to leave the train. Attei protesta­ 
tions, he consented to accept $35 
to let her continue I mr journey. 
She had already paid $30 for vises 
of her passport. 
Before 
leaving 
Constantinople 
many travelers are obliged to give 
large sums ut get vises 
which 
later may be declared invalid in 
this manner. 
Since refugees from Russia are 
not wanted in other 
countries, 
w here they become public charges 
few passports are granted them 
officially but they are furnished 
with proper papers for sums rang­ 
ing from $20 to $100. 
As these 
refugees are poor, they are often 
obliged to spend all but their trav­ 
eling expenses for vises. 
Another form of swindle results 
from the general European laws 
against taking large sums of sil­ 
ver, gold or paper money of a 
given country into another 
To prevent such traffic govern­ 
ments place officials at frontiers 
who demand of each traveler the 
sum of foreign cash on his person. 
If he declares anything above the 
equivalent of $70, or some such 
modest sum, it is taken and a re- 
«Hp! 
giyen which he may cash 
in money of the country on leav­ 
ing it. 
Sometimes the inspector 
merely pockets the money, or will 
take a bribe to let the traveler 
proceed with all his cash. 
Americans of experience 
have 
adopted the plan of carrying only 
cheeks or drafts and thus avoid 
this annoyance. 
The 
oldest 
form 
of 
travel 
swindle takes the 
form of trains 
stopping due to lack of coal. Then 
the train crew plays cards, until 
the passengers take up a collec­ 
tion with which to buy coal. This 
swindle has been improved upon. 
An official takes up tekets, 
and 
then a second official who denoun­ 
ces the first one as a fraud, makes 
the passengers pav a second time. 
This is confined to local trains.

ANNIVERSARY OF THE 
FIRST NEWSPAPER 


Columbia, April 16.—Students of 
the school of journalism here have 
unearthed the fact that 
May 
23, 
the opening date 
of 
journalism 
week here this year, also 
is 
the 
299th anniversary ot the founding 
if the first newspaper printed 
in 
English. 
The paper was called the 
Weekly Newes and was printed in 
London by Nathaniel 
Butter, 
the 
first, copy being dated May 23, 1622. 
It has been established, accord­ 
ing to the hest information avail­ 
able here, that to Butter goes the 
distinction 
of printing 
the 
first 
ncwsptper that was published on a 
regular date and made an Attempt 
to Chronicle the news of the day on 
a single sheet. There an* copies in 
the British museum of. a publica­ 
tion called the 
Mercury 
bearing 
dates as early as 1588 but students 
of early printing have established 
that the type which is used in the 
Mercury was not 
invented 
until 
nearly 2uu years alter Hie date of 
the newspaper and the copies have 
been generally accepted as forger­ 
ies. 
The full title of 
Butter’s 
paper 
was the “Weekly Newes of Italy. 
Germanic, etc.” 
The name of the 
paper varied from some publication 
date to another bur the issues were 
distributed with 
regularity 
and 
they 
bore 
consecutive 
numbers. 
The names at times 
were 
“I*ast 
Newes from Italy. Germanic, etc,*’ 
and “Latest Newes. Continued.” 
One of the earliest records 
of 
censorship is recorded when 
But­ 
ler’s paper was suspended for five 
weeks at one time because of 
his 
difficulty with the censors. . It 
re­ 
appeared. however, containing 
the 
significant paragraph, 
“Examined 
by a better and 
more 
impartial 
hand.” The paper was at one time 
denounced by Ben Johnson as “a 
pamphlet sent out 
on 
Saturday, 
made at home, with no truth in it.” 
Butter is credited 
with 
having 
first used the editorial “we” 
and 
with having conceived Hie “netts- 
boy” system, only lie employed wo­ 
men to sell the 
paper 
on 
the 
streets of London 
History records Butter as having 
been regarded as 
wealthy 
in 
his 
younger days. 
He lost his wraith 
later and died on one 
of 
Prince 
Rupert’s ships in 1649.
